There aren't any hard and fast 
statistics, but those in the field esti¬

beloved family pets - perish in fires 
every year in the U.S. In Canada, 
a fair estimate would be 8,000 to 
15,000 animals, most ofwhich suc¬ 
cumb to smoke inhalation. 

launched Project Breathe, a pro¬ 
gram that distributes pet oxygen 
mask kits to fire departments and 
other first responders. Each kit con¬ 
tains three customized face masks 
of different sizes, designed to fit 
over the snouts of pets from the 
smallest kitten to the largest dog, 
and hook up to a fire truck's oxygen 
supply. 

Kits also contain full instructions, 
a decal to put on the truck indicat¬ 
ing “Pet Oxygen Masks on Board,” 
and a leash to restrain the animal 

When Innisfil firefighter Derek 
Salter (Station 2) learned about 
Project Breathe, he was inspired 
to spearhead an effort to secure 
four kits - one for each fire station 
and first-response vehicle in Innis¬ 
fil. Pets are a beloved part of many 
families, he noted. “Animal lives are 
just as important” 

With the blessing of Innisfil Fire 
and Rescue, Salter contacted Bruce 
Hauck, of Invisible Fence, and 
found a sponsor in community 
partner Simcoe Veterinary Hospi¬ 
tal of Barrie. It took a while, but on 
Nov. 24, the four kits were delivered 
to Fire Station 2 in Leffoy. 

Veterinarian Mark Bolton and 
Maura McConachie, registered vet¬ 
erinary technician at Simcoe Vet 
Hospital, and Hauck joined Deputy 
Fire Chief Tim McCallum and fire-

T he minister of indigenous 
and northern affairs and 
the minister responsible for the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC) have 
announced new investments in 
First Nations housing that will 
build, renovate or retrofit close 
to 6,000 homes in 2016-17. 

Indigenous and Northern 
Affairs Minister Carolyn Bennett 
has announced $268 million in 
funding this year for 956 First 
Nations-led projects that will 
construct and renovate 3,174 
homes across Canada, while 
fean-Yves Duclos, minister 
responsible for the CMHC, has 
committed another $64 million 
for retrofits and renovations to 
another 2,800 homes, and $3.7 
million for skills development. 

It’s a vital and important step, 
especially since inadequate 
and substandard housing and 
overcrowded homes have had 
serious health implications 
for First Nations communities. 
And it’s a good thing, both that 
the projects are First Nations- 
led and that there is a skills 
component to the funding. 


But this is an opportunity to 
change a dynamic that goes 
beyond simply providing more 
money, to make up for years of 
underfunding and neglect. This 
is an opportunity to change a 
paradigm. 

The government can partner 
with First Nations communities 
to create on-site training and 
certification programs that 
will provide students with the 
opportunity to learn trades and 
start their own companies, in 
carpentry, plumbing and other 
skills. This is an opportunity to 
send out a challenge, to rethink 
the northern/remote home, both 
in design and in materials - to 
reduce reliance on materials 
shipped in from the south, or 
introduce materials that will 
reduce the double threat of 
mould and fire, so devastating to 
northern communities. 

The new construction could 
provide an economic boom, but 
that boom should benefit the 
First Nations communities first, 
not companies and builders 
from outside the area looking 
for a share of the pie and a quick
